TWO APPROACHES 
TO CONFIDENCE 


Autumn has set In, and with 
11 the time whan NATO's armed 
forces Mart all kinds ei military 
exercises and manoeuvres which 
sum up the combat prepared- 
ness of Its troops throughout Ihe 
year. II Is reported from the 
NATO Headquarters In Caslou, 
Belgium, that more than 250,000 
servicemen are to lake pari In 
military exercises lo be staged 
from northern lo soulhern Eu- 
rope, l.e, from Norway to east- 
ern Turkey, between September 
3 and mid November. 

In ell, 20 main ground, air 
and naval exercises ere to be 
held within the framework of the 
annual NATO manoeuvres code- 
named Aulumn Forge-84. 

This year, tha NATO military 
manoeuvres will be held In an 
extremely tense situation comp 11- 
cafed by US anll-peaca policies, 
particularly the deployment of 
American new medium-range 
missiles In some West Europe- 
an countries. Concern Is caused 
by Ihe growing scale of the ma- 
noeuvres, the increasing number 
of troops and weapons involv- 
ed. When such major forces ere 
concenf rated, It becomes diffi- 
cult to find oul whether this fs 
done for training purposes or 
serves as en op era live deploy- 
ment of forces poised for milit- 


ary operations. This, naturally, 
causes and gives rise to the ne- 
cessity ol taking appropriate 
measures to ensure security on 
the other side. All this leads to 
growing tensions. 

This slfuellon makes particular- 
ly Imperative the adaption of 
reliable measures which can in 
time eliminate any suspicions on 
both sides and to build up mu- 
tual confidence. 

If may be recalled that this Is- 
sue Is among olhors which are 
being discussed at the Confer- 
ence on Confidence and Secu- 
rity Building Measures and Disar- 
mament In Europe. The Soviet 
Union attaches great Importance 
to this forum the role of which 
Increases as the military threat 
becomes more glaring. The con- 
ference will be able to meet the 
hopes Invested In It If H pro- 
duces and undortakes practical 
steps capable of neutralizing the 
threat of war. 

Proceeding from Hits, the So- 
viet Union has put forward al 
the conference a broad pro- 
gramme of measures whose Im- 
plementation would restore con- 
fidence In Europe and consoli- 
date the overall sacurlly. 

Of particular Importance 
among the Soviet proposals is 
ihe need for the nuclear states 


taking part In tha forum to as- 
sume the obligation not to be 
the first to use nuclear weapons, 
and also tha conclusion of a 
treaty on the non-use of force 
In International relations be- 
tween the Warsaw Treaty mem- 
ber-counfries and NATO. It Is 
easy to see that the commitment 
to prevent nuclear war, and 
wars In general, befwaen the 
contracting parties would be a 
most Imposing confidence-build- 
ing measure and a bailer guar- 
antee for equal incurlty. 

An effective step lowardi 
building confidence and curbing 
the arms race could be pro- 
vided by the conclusion ol an 
agreement on freezing and 
reducing military spendings. 
Such a decision would become 
Ihe most Immediate and prac- 
Ileal step towards actual disar- 
mament. 

Confidence and sacurlly could 
also be promoted by ridding 
E "°P° of chemical weapons, 
which, due lo their treacherous 
nature, can be used by fhe ag- 
gressor for a sudden missive at- 
tack. Setting up nuclear-free 
zones In different parts of tha 
continent would also be helpful 
In reducing the threat of nuclear 
war.

Among 
other things, this Includes limi- 
tations on the scale ol military 
manoeuvres, preliminary notifi- 
cation ol major military exercises 
Involving ground troops, air 
forces and navies and about 
major movements and airlifting 
ol troops, and exchange ot ob- 
servers. 

Unlike the Soviet Initiatives, 
Ihe NATO proposals are one- 
sided, and they contain provi- 
sions whleh are obviously unac- 
ceptable for tho Soviet Union 
and Its allies.

SHOULD WE SPARE OUR HEART? 

Thp answer to this question was provided by on 
experiment carried out jointly by Moscow University 
physicians and biologists, writes SQTS/AL/STJCHES- 
KAYA INDVSTRIY A (Socialist Industry). Experimenters 
were g/ven. problems to solve while researchers look 
up their electrocardiograms. It turned out that every- 
one, to some extent, was nervous during Ihe experi- 
ment. Heartbeat sharply accelerated in the case ol 
those who solved the problem correctly, while only a 
st/ght. increase m the heartbeat ol those who could 
not solve It was registered. 

In other words, only those who switched on their 
emotional stress prior to ascending the ''Intellectual 
ladder" succeeded. 

The heart beats /asler tn tilts case. But alter Iho ex- 
periment It turned out that the successful ones brought 
hack lo normal their pulses In (wo to three minutes. 
The ones who failed registered higher load on the 
heart lor a longer lima afterwards. Tills Is explained by 
the /act that negative emotions arise during failure 
and continue to hoid the heart In suspense.

A curious manuscript. In 
elegant Arabic script, has been 
found In the archives of the In- 
stitute of Oriental Studies of 
the Tajik Academy of Sciences. 
Bound in a beautiful cover, the 
manuscript Is entitled: 'Travels 
by Phileas Fogg". 

Actually, It is a free variant of 
Jules Verne's famous novel, 
■Tour du Monde en 80 fours", 
which is still populnr with 
young people. The various epi- 
sodes In tho book are presented 
In the gripping and entertain- 
ing genre which developed In 
Tajik end Persian literature in 
the 19th century.

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II Is usually the spontaneity, liveliness and 
charm ol young debulanl actresses that attract 
audiences. But first appearing on the screen at 
18, Irina Kupchenko struck people lu quite a 
different way — by her profound and strong 
nature, by a paradoxical combination of inner 
clear-cut Individuality combined with modest 
and unpretentious looks. She first appeared on 
tho screen db Liza Kolltlna, In the classical role 
of a "Turgenev girl'' In tlie film version ol this 
writer's novel "A Nest ol Gentlefolk". The 
■‘Turgenev girl" Is a particularly Russian ‘con- 
cept. It Implies a great degree ol spiritual and 
moral force, self-sacrifice, a heightened sense ot 
duty, purity ol emotions and a dear conscience 
combined with extraordinary femininity, spiri- 
tual fragility, modesty and reserve. This was 
tho rich inner world that was visible In Uza 
performed by Kupchenko. 


Without hesitation, the director then offered 
to Irina Kupchenko another classical and mar- 
vellous role — that of Sonya lu the screen ver- 
sion of Chekhov’s ,, Uade Vanya". Liza Kallllna 
gave up love and happiness for tho sake ol God. 
Sonya who was desperately in love with some- 
one who didn't love her, was denied happiness 
by fate. Realizing this she began to dissipate the 
wealth ol her soul on people unworthy of such 
sacrifices. She was different from Liza, having 
her own approach to Hie world. Yet Ike two 
characters stem from the same root: the con- 
cepts of the "Turgenev girl" and the "Chekho- 
vlan heroine" have a lot in common. 

Kupchenko’s third dasslcal role wbb Princess 
Trubetskaya In Ilia film “Star of Enchanting 
Happiness". Once again sbe waa expeded to 
embody both a speclilc chararter and a whole 
concept — this time that of a “Decembrist wife". 
In other words she had to play one of those 
wonderful women who set off for voluntary 
exile In Siberia, following tholr husbands who 
failed to overthrow the Isar In December 1625. 
Such women who had to give up their native 
homes, relatives and way of life possessed enor- 
mous Inner strength. Trubetskaya was ready to 
do all tills even though she did not share her 
husband's convictions. 

After those three roles It seemed that the ac- 
tress was destined for classical parts only. Kup- 
chenko's predilection for heightened omotlouB 
would not work, It seemed, in a modern film, 
for, alas, In our rational ago things have got 
simpler In this respect. However, the actress 
with the help of our lop-dasB directors Ilya 
Averbakh, Yuli Ratzman, Vadim Abdrashlluv 
and Nlklla Mikhalkov proved that such predic- 
tions were mistaken. In films “Someone 
Rise's Letters", "A Strange Woman", 
‘‘The Turn", “A Romance About Those 
in Love" Kupchenko gives a brilliant Interpreta- 
tion of womon who are our contemporaries, con- 
siderably enriching our Idea of today's heroine. 
She managed to persuade us that the beBt ol 
women today are those who have inherited the 
lofty emotions, moral force, lack ol compromise 
and purity of tho remarkable women of the 
past, depleted splendidly by tho actress on the 
screen.
